No Deter evidence of the fact th at 
the visitation of mosquito fever is now 
being controlled here, but that there 
Is a chance for its eradication, can 
be found than in the daily reports of 
cases and deaths.

shown a decline, while the num ber of 
deaths have been rem arkably lower, 
considering the number of i ases re ­ 
ported a week ago. 
The death list Indicates that practi­ 
cally every case that develops Is now 
being reported and th at means th at the 
modern method of treatm ent to prevent 
spread is being applied. 
When that 
condition is fissured, the end of visita­ 
tion Is in sight und it looks as if that 
condition is approaching. 
Comparisons with th*. visitations of 
1878 show th at there is no reason for 
alarm in the present instance.

prove that the disease is being con­ 
trolled. 
They also Indicate th at if it 
had not been cheeked and controlled 
at the time th at it was, the visitation 
this year would have been as serious 
as th at of 1878. 
Whih Hie hospital surgeons are not 
indulging In any comments, they are 
much mort* nopeful than they were two 
weeks ago, when they took hold of the 
situation.

Fifth Week Entered Upon With Au* 
thoritiee In Hopeful Spirits. 
New orleans. Aug. 21.- Full of hope 
the Federal and local authorities and 
the public in general 
entered to day 
upon the fifth week 
of the campaign 
against yellow fever, which is now con­ 
sidered to be beyond the state when 
a serious epidemic is possible. “In my 
judgment,” said Rev. Dr. Beverly W ar­ 
ner, head of the volunteer forces, who 
has been close In touch first with the 
local authorities 
and then 
with the 
Federal, in an address a t a Baptist 
church, “there was a calam ity impend­ 
ing over this city a few weeks ago. 
Now the day of impending calamity is 
passed.” 
Decrease In mortality, as shown by 
reports, is unprecedented, and the sit­ 
uation is rapidly getting under control. 
Dr. W arner said the passing of the 
calamity is due In a Large degree to the 
splendid work of the marine hospital 
service. 
While the Federal authorities have 
no hesitancy 
in saying 
the 
fever is 
controlled and 
checked, they are not 
ready to fig the date when it will be 
stamped out. 
The life of a stegomyia 
mosquito la perhaps two months, and 
as here and there a stray infected mos­ 
quito is sure to avoid all pitfalls laid 
for Its destruction sporadic eases will 
doubtless appear after the disease is 
entirely under control. 
Ther** was great satisfaction over the 
announcement that Alabama will place 
no bars agaoinst shipm ent of m er­ 
chandise provided the cars which car­ 
ry it have been disinfected for the p u r­ 
pose of destroying mosquitoes. 
While Alabama is showing evidences 
of reason In treatm ent of the situation 
Texas authorities continue to put into 
effect every week severer rules until 
now it requires eleven days’ detention 
to g* t Into th at state. 
Of the forty-five new cases of Sun­ 
day. four were found In one family and 
three in another.

The announcem ent of 
Dr. Guiteras

slapped on a quarantine against Rayne, 
is preparing to raise it. No new points 
in hie state outside of New Orleans re­ 
ported infected Monday morning. 
Up to noon Monday there were sev­ 
enteen new cases and five deaths.

D ry W e a th e r P in ata. 
In damp regions the roots of peren­ 
nial plants sink deeply and sustain a 
great growth above ground. In a mod­ 
erately 
dry climate 
plants develop 
bulky roots and store up supplies which 
outlast the summer drought, or the 
plants themselves, as in the case of the 
cactuses, become fleshy reservoirs of 
water aud food. In the extreme desert 
neither of these resources is available, 
and perennial herbs are consequently 
few. 
Only stunted shrubs and hardy 
annuals are able to exist at all, tho 
former 
growing 
very 
slowly, 
with 
toughness of texture, the latter flour­ 
ishing briefly during the spring rains, 
devoting little energy to making stem 
or leaves or flowers 
'fly inconspicu­ 
ous aud wind fertilized and hastening 
(while sometimes still of very small 
size) to perfect the seeds by which 
alone the species will survive until the 
next year’s short period of wetness 
gives a possibility of germination an i 
growth.—Harper's Magazine.

his family at a hotel, at his request, 
for the purpose of talking on business 
but at the time was a guest myself at 
a colored hotel In Saratoga. 
“During the last fifteen years I have 
been with the hotel where Mr. W an­ 
am aker was on three different occa­ 
sions when I was to speak at public 
meetings, as I was this time, and n > 
comment was made of it. 
“When in the south I conform, like 
all colored people, to the customs of 
the south, but when in the north I have 
found it necessary during the last 
tw enty years, as stated in my book, 
‘From Slavery,’ to tom e into contact 
with white people in the furtherance of 
my work in a way I do not assume iii 
the south.”
